Hew Jersey, 
PaiWMA® P. KSlLas.. an old college classmate, and I decided to 
seek Ci^loyment in the Soviet Onion. This decision was reached 
after considerable thought and discussion. It was during this 
period that I dropped my membership in the Communist Party, partly 
because I understood that the Communist. International would not 


permit a Party member to leave his work in' the Unj.ted States and

In my discussions with .TELLER, I realized we had no 


Imowledge as to how to apply 'for work in Russia. I sufigested that 


in connection with my work, I had accumulated considerable infor- 


mation on the sulfonation of oils and if the right people were

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. . The original contact In fiirtherance of this plan 

was made by HELLiiH. He went to Amtorg Headquarters In New York 
City and met GAIK OVaKIKIAN there.

1934* Deu'iiiii," Llie i.SaiT OVaKIMIaN questioned me closely . about my 

. I'- • 

qualifications as a chemist, about my knowledge of sulfonatlng 


oils and other technical questions. I volunteered to produce 
various formulae which I had In my possession and OVAKIHIAN . 
displayed interest. 

. The material which I had In ray possession was typed 
. Into report forra by HiiLLISR and myself for submission to 
OVAKIMIaN. However, before the project was completed, OVAKIIilAN 
became Impatient and collected the rough notes, saying the 
Russians had technical men who ’would be able to figure out the 
processes from the notes. No money was paid to me for these 
processes and formtilae from the National Oil Products Company. 

I am not certain of the dates upon I'jhich I met OYAKIMIaK but do 
believe my meetings were for a period of six months after the 
Initial meeting. In that period I met with 0 \'aKIMIaN about 
y^ten or . twelve ^mes. KiLLHR was present at most of these 
meetings , 
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: V Toward the end of . this 'six month period, HKLLER 

was emotionally upset, Irri tables and dranlc heavily because of 
•peraanal problems. 0/AKIMIAN commented about l-TELLER's condition 
to me arid asked the reason for it. I told him I believed HELIER 
to be neurotic, and emotionally unstable.- To the best of my 
knoi/ledge, O’/aKIMIAN had no .dealings with HELLER after ti^t. 

V '' After this, there was a period of approximately two 

■ months wherein I. did not. have contact with any Russians. I was 
contacted by OVAKiHiDiN again and arrangements for a meeting in 
Rew York City were male. At this meeting, OVAKIMIAll told me, while 
walking on the street, he had a friend he wanted me to meet. 

Several blocks from the place we' met, I was introduced to a 
man v/aiting for- us on a street corner. This man was introduced 
to me as PiiUL PETERSEN. The tliree of us, OVaKIHIaN, PeTEHSEN 
and n^self , had dinner to.gether. As , near as I can place this 
date, it happened in the early part of 1935* I would like to 
say tliat- after this dinner engagement, I never saw O'/aKIIilAPj 
. again. The only material that I turned over to OVaKIMIAN was 
material that I h«.d ready, access to at my place of employment, 
the National* Oil Products Company. I have been shovm photographs 
of GAIK OyAiCEiilivN and have identified him as the person whom I 
toei^ as OVAKIkliiN .

' I began to meet ivith PAUL PtiTERSdN with some degree 
or regularity in 1935 and continued until late 1937 or early ,1938« 

At one of my first meetings with PSTERSljJI, ha 
questioned me. about ray membership in the Communist Party, He 
was pleased when I told him that I had dropped out of the Communist . 


Party, PBTER:;jEll told me that. I must not associate with any 
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known Communist Party Kiombers, nor raxist I have in ray possession 
or read ^y Party literature, I remember one time when we 
were together, he reprimanded me for stopping at a news stand 
to buy a copy of "New Masses". 

Early in my relationship with PETSrtSidI, I tried 
to find out what my chances of getting a position in Russia were, 
PETEHdEH evaded and delayed the issue, but did eventually tell 
me, I could be of much greater value to the Soviet Union in this 
country than in Russia. I realized then there was no possibility 
of ray going to the Soviet Union and I was destined to become a. 
Soviet expionage agent. 

PETERSi® requested that I furnish him with a 
biographical sketch,, setting out my complete background. I 
complied witn this request, I retained a copy of the sketch 
which I submitted, to P.lTEHSEtl. . This sketch contains a reference. 
to-*my having been made a- Bacteriologist at- Rational Oil Products

Company in the. fall of. 1935 •• This to me would indicate tMt I 
submitted this sketch sometime in the late fail of 1935 or 
shortly after being appointed Bacteriologist, 

I fimiished to P5.TER3EN ail the inforr-iation that was 
available at National Oil Products Company. After I had done 
tMs« PETERSEN suggested that I. try to get a . job at a large L 
chemical company such as Du Pont or Konsanto as more importarft 
work'was being done there. However, I never did apply for a ■ 
position at cither of these plants, I was. able to convince 
PETERSEN that jobs were not plentiful and could not be had by 
merely filing an application. 

Shortly after I met PETERSEN, IIARRY GOLD, whom I 
had met tlu*ough HEI<LER, came to my apartment in Newark, N.J. 

Eroia my apartment, GOLD and I went to New York City, where by 
pre -arrangement , we met PETERSEN. I believe this meeting took 
place in Gaff anti *3 Restaurant near the Pennsylvania Station, 

I think I used HARRY GOLD'S fxill and correct name in the 
introduction, but probably introduced PETERSill as simply PaUL. 
About a week or two after this Introduction, I was told by 
PETERSEN I must cease my friendship with GOLD and never see 
him again, I did not comply I'Jith these instructions as I 


remained friendly with GOL^and did see him intermittently in the 
following years. 






- i submitted biographical sketches on VERA KANE, 
with whom HELLER had been living; Dr, Kft.RL STEIK, my superior 
at National Oil Products Company; FERDIrlAlID P. HELLER; and 
ERNEaT bEGEaSEl’lAK, . a fellow employee at- NOPCO and with whom 
I. was. living, . These sketches were all submitted to PETERSEN at 


his request. 


In early 1935* PEl'ERSffil told me he had a specific 


assignment for me to do in connection with a Jewish group. In 
order. for me to fulfill this assignment, it would be necessary 
for mo to become a Jew temporarily and perhaps even marry a 
Jevfish girl, I was also told that if I were not circumcised, I 
should have the operation performed. After some delay, I went 
to a Dr, PAUL LUTTn<GER, who was ivrlting a health column in 
the "Daily Viorker,'* I was referred to a Dr, JOSEPH LANDY, a 
surgeon, who admitted me to the Pronx Hospital on June 7* 1935 
and performed the operation, I reported to PETERStN when the 
operation, was over. He asked me what doctor I had gone to and 
what I had told the doctor, 'When I told PETERSEN I had seen 
both LUTTINGSR and LANDY and- told them both I was going to marry 
a Jewish girl, he became very angry. He had already indicated to 
me the assignment was in some way connected with work among 

, Jev/ish refugees.. who were .technical people,... PETE HSEH . told me. 

that I should have never gone to LUTTINGER as he was' in trouble 
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with the Communist Party. I was also told that it was impossible 
for me to fulfill this assi/mraent and it was never mentioned

“Another time early in lay association with PETEHSJiN, 


I. mentioned that the westlnghouse i^lectric Company had broxight 
out a new ultra-violet light and asked if he were interested *in 


it*. He said he was*. Ihereupon^ I purchased a bulb, reflector 
and transformer and asked Pn/TEKSblW where he v/anted it delivered, 

I was told to assemble the lamp in a suit case or box, which I 
did* I would like to point out that HaRHY GOLD accompanied me to 
Hew Y^rk City and registered on a Saturday at the Chelsea Hotel 
with me* He assisted me in preparing a metal framework within 
the suitcase so that the ultra-violet lamp was portable*- When 
the work was completed, I checked the suitcase in the baggage 
room of the Pennsylvania Station and on the f ollovi ng Monday 
gave the baggage check to PATEHSKN. I received the sum of 
^>25*00 from PETERSEH for expenses incurred on this assignment. 

I had to give PETEKSlJ'j sales slips for the material I had 
purchased to support my claim for expenses. 

I also gave PETERSEN several fake reports on 
Industrial processes. One of these was a report on the germicidal 
properties of an ointment called uforsan, developed by Dr. ICARL 
P. STEIK. I also -submitted reports on the manufacture of. tooth- 
paste,^ the inan\:>facture of hexylresorcinol and toothpaste containing 












it*. I. used rictitloua names as mj. source of Information in 
these reports* * 

P3T2HSKi'I at one time offered to- send me to the 
California Institute of Technology to study for ray Kaster's 
• or. Doctor's Degree £ind during ray stay there to raake contact with - 
some person who was never identified. I never accepted this 
. Joffer of- PETERSEN'S and I did not go to California*. , 

V PETERSEN was a generous man and gave me a series 

of presents including books, laboratory equipment, and a camera, 
as well as having offered to set me up in some kind of business 
that I could operate as a front for my espionage activities. 

The first set of. books I received was a standard technical vnrk of 
three volumes and an appendix published by I'aciiillan called the 
"Chemical Technology and Analysis of Oils, Fats and Waxes" by 
LEPKOWICH. The names of the other books I do not recall. The 
next gift was a Contax 3 Camera with a built-in exposure meter. 

I traded this camera in about a year later for a Contax 2 model.. 
Somewhat later, JACK, who was my Soviet superior, asked for the 
camera. P'lTERSEII had given me. He .^ave mo a tongue lashing for 
having traded the original camera saying I had no right to do 
so* However, JACK did borrow my camera saying he needed it to 

give, to another, man. who.. was_ going.. on a trip to the W 

In about three months the camera was returned to me.

X can also remember that early In my dealings 


with PriTERaii'N he continually pressed me for a photograph of 
myself. For several months, I resisted, but finally at one 
of our meetings,. I was steered Into a store where there was a 


machine whi^ could, take a photograph by the Insertion of a- 


coin-, Under the circumstances,- I could do nothing but agree r 
to have ray picture taken. PhTERSEN then told me that he wasf- 
bnly testing me to see if I was cooperative and it was not 
necessary to have my photograph taken, since the Soviets 
already had several pictures of me in their possession. 

At one time, while the trials in Moscow were going 
on, about 1936, the subject of these trials came up. I expressed 
. some mild disapproval and said tint if things like that were going 
on in Russia, I would consider joining the Trotskyites. •‘■his 
angered PEl'ERSEII and he left wit hout any arrangements being made 
for a future meeting. 

After a few vjeeks, I heard from PETERSEN and did meet 
with him in New YQrk City. At this meeting, I was told it would 
be an excellent idea for me ^to join, the Trotskyite Movement. I 
was given specific, instructions about joining the Socialist Party,, 
which I did.

tiy first assignment in connection with the Trotskyite 


membership was to get background information about JACK WEEEm, 
.the Organizer of the Trotskyite P’action in Hevxark, and his v;ife 


SARaH as well as two other people i-xho turned out not to be 


members, I completed this assignment and gave the information 


to Pj.TtiRSiii'i. 


Also, during this period, PETii“riSi;2< gave me an 


assignment not connected v/ith the Trotsicyite movement. This v/as 


to locate an individual known to PiiTiifiSiiJH only as IIICHOLS and in 


residence in Bast Rutherford, New Jersey. PETBRSi^'f told me 


NICliOLa had formerly worked with the Soviets and they wore trying 


to recontact him, I v/as never able to locate him and so reported 


to PiTSRSEN. The assignment v/as then dropped. 


I have not been able to identify positively PiiTb'RSJil^ 


from any of the photographs I have been shov/n, I cannot definitely 


place the time of nri' last contact with PBTSHShK but believe it v/as 
late in 1937. 
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PSTERSEil introduced me to my next contact, 
whom I knew aa QSORGE. I can recall that I was handled

and s[Mnt o e woWA weeks in the l^’est Hudson Hospital at Kearney^ 

New. Jersey.- I realized that vdiile in the hospital the Soviets had^ — 
; no way. to contact me. 1 had also learned from some of my friends ■' 

■ that some stoangers were making inquiries about me. I assumed that| 

'^ese strangers were Soviet agents making inquiry about me.- 1 felt 
then I should advise the Soviets of my whereabouts. The only method 
I knew of relaying information about myself was to get in touch with 
KARHf GOLD which 1 did by telephone. GOli) came to visit me at the hospital 
and I asked him to tell his Soviet superior that I was eoing to be 
incapacitated for a considerable period of time. GOLD also visited me 
a second time while I was in the hospital. 

I believe it was a month or so before ny release in August 
of. 1938 from the hospital that a Dr. ROBI-RT SCiiVVARTZ appeared in my room 
and introduced himself as a friend of GEORGE. I believe SCHIVARTZ was 
actually a medical man. His chief concern seemed to be my condition, 
the speed of my recovery and>my financial condition, he visited me only 
once while I was in the hospital. 

• About a month after ray discharge I received a telephone ca.!! 

V-.'- from Dr». SChvyARTZ who. identified himself by name.. A meeting was arranged 

at the Pennsylvania Railroad Station in Newark, New Jersey, ihr. SCHliARTZ 


inouired about my physical condition and gave me ^100.00 to consult 
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good plastic surgeon or dermatologist abo^t 119 ; injuries. Dr. SCHAARTZ 
told me he had an. impoitant assignment, in mind for me and wanted- me 
to get well as quickly as possible. 

.1 met with SCHV^ilTZ two more times after this.- Ke told me 
that he planned for me- to go to Mexico City and ingratiate myself with 
the TROTSiCT household. I ob.jected 'and told him it would be extremely 1 
difficult j however, SCHf<ARTZ said it was my assignment. . At nay last . f ' 
contact. with SCHWARTZ' he told me a new contact would get in touch with me. 

.1 would like to state here that 1 never did go to Mexico. ' 

At a later date while being handled by a Soviet superior called 
JACK we discussed the identities of Dr. ROBERT SCHV.'ARTZ and a Dr. Q. L. 
RABINOVICH of the Soviet .Red Cross and concluded they were identical. 

Following Dr. SCHftARTZ, I was contacted by an individtial 
known to me as JOHN. His principal Interest was in connection with the 
Socialist ISIorkers Party. He continued to press me to make some effort to 
fulfill the Mexico City assignment. I do not remember much about JOHN but 
do believe I. was first handled by him in the winter of 1938-1939. 

A few times during this period another person whom I knew as 
KARL contacted me as a substitute for JOHN. K/iRL was chiefly interested 
in the TROTSKY ITE raovemerit. 


JOHN reappeared and handled me until sometime in I 9 UO. He 
introduced me- to- my next -contact j- J/CK. forever, about a year later- JOHN re- 
appeared as a substitute for JACK^jJ/^kX^* 



I attended the Socialist Workers Party Plenum that was held 
in Chica^o> Illinois Septonber 27 - 29j 19^0. 1 did not attend as a 
delegate but merely as an observer* JACK told me that he was not

. JACK'S particular interest was in the field of industrial 
espionage* 1 furnished him with reports on SORBOSE, PENICILLIN and

JACK began, to insist that I leave my place of employment 
and seek work at DO PONT, EASTMAN KODAK, MONSANTO CHEMICAL CO*, or the 
KELIfiX CORPORATION* I lost my job at NOPCO in the summer of 19Ui, After 
this JACK paid me vlOO a month for six months. He said this was done so 
that I could live while looking around for the type work he wanted me to do 
Ke also asked me at one time to purchase for him a Minox Camera but I was 
unable to get one as the United States was at war. 

At JACK’S direction, I made contact with two individuals. 

One of these persons was Dr. EARL WILLIAM FLOSDOHF, a Professor at the 
University'of Pennsylvania* This contact I believe to have been in 
connection with some legitimate business dealings that FLOSDORF had had 
with AMTORG in the past. I made this contact sometime in 19li2 and only^^

fflet Dr«. FIDSDORP once. . He agreed to do b\islness with AMT0R6 as he had in 
the past.

Hercules Powder Comply, at V/ilmington, Delaware. His name was WILLIAM 
STAPLER. 1 did not keep the original appointment with STAPLER. About 
a month later JACK arranged a meeting in New York City between STAPLER, 
myself and JACK. I was Introduced to STAPLER and he was told I would 
be his contact from them on. This meeting took place in 19lili as near 
as'i can remember. All told 1 think I had three meetings with STAPLER. 

At no time did STAPLER give me anything to transmit to the Soviets. I 
do remember that on one occasion STAPLf^ said he would furnish nothing 
until he was paid what was owed him. I gave this Information to JACK who 
gave me some money that he took from his wallet placed in an envelope and 
sealed. The following week 1 met STAPLER at the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Station in Newark and gave him the envelope, whereupon he vnrote out a 
receipt. STAPLER appeared dissatisfied with the amount and told .me to tell 
JACK how valuable the information was.

As near as I can recall, my last regular contact with JACK

i9U8* Contact was re-established by a phone call Mde to my place of 
employment in Philadelphia. I did not receive the call but a message was 
left. . This message was that a person by the name of ^lATKINS had called and 
said he had known me in England while we were both in the Service* I knew 
this nnjst have been a Soviet Agent as I had never been in the Service. 

This call meant I was to go to the place of my last contact on the day 
following this call. However, I had forgotten the place of ny last contact 
and accordingly did hot ago. 

About a week later, I received a person to person call at my 
place of employment fx^m a man v/hose name I did not recognize. I did 
recognize the voice as belonging to JACK. I made airangements to meet 
with him in New York City in front of MACY's Department Store at 3lith and 
Broadway. We spent the meeting, which lasted about one hour, in walking 
the streets. JACK asked me if X would be willing to resame my relations 
-Cw^Vtth the Soviets*- -X agreed to this. but., told,. JACK, such a move would.be , 
inadvisable as I was under investigation by a Government agency. JACK

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JACK also told me that he would not meet with me any more and 
arrangements for meeting a new contact were made.

£;v-'. tty next contact was to have been a woman whose name was HELEN* 

. I never did meet this woman. . I do believe I was supposed to meet with her 
sometime after ny last regular contact with JACK which occurred in 19U5. 

This would place the time of my intended contact with her in 1916 or 19l7. 

My meeting with her was to have been in New York City. I never did comply 

with instructions given me for meeting her. .

At the tine of ny last meeting with JACK, probably in 19l7, I 

. was given instructions for future .contacts with the SOVIETS*- I was told 
that a woman would call me at work and say she was Miss VIATKINS. This 
was to be a signal for me to go to a prearranged meeting place in Philadelphia. 
I heard nothing from this intended contact until May 22, 195C. Once again 

I did not receive the phone call at my place of employment but a_ message

contacted there by a man. I did not comply with my instructions for

:f6r^ BRODSKI could not see the need for disassociating himself from, the - 
mass movements. I submitted a written report on BRODSKI to my Soviet ' 
superior, PAUL PETERSEN, wherein I expressed ny opinion, that BRODSICI 
should not be recruited. ■* ' 

The other item concerns material which i received from 
"FhRDnJAND P. HETJER. I have previously said that as far as I knew 07AKIUIAN, 
my first contact, expressed no additional interest in HELLER after our 
discussion of KELLER* s emotional instability. I myself had nothing to do 
: with HELLER for a few years after that. It was not until late 1936 or 
early 1937 HELLER and I became reconciled. At this time, HELLER proposed 
to give me information concerning THERMOIL^RANODINE which was in the files 
of the American Chemical Paint Company. I agreed to accept this information 
for transmission to the Soviets. HELLER and I wrote up this infoimation 
in report form. HELLiR also gave me the formulae for all the products 
r and. processes of the American Chemical Paint Company. HELLER brought this 
.information to VERA. KANE* s hotel room in New York City, The formulae and 
processes were typed by her, KANE was HELLER 's girl friend during the 
mid-thirties,

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The information on THEIu{OlL-QRAKODIN& I turned over to 


Soviet superior* However, the material that KANE typed I never did 
turn over to the Soviets* I kept a copy of the material for a period 
and then returned it to VERA KANE* 

In closing, I vo'uld like to state that I was an unwilling- 
Soviet espionage agent during the entire period 1 was involve*. I 
wo^d also like to say that at no time did I ever furnish the Soviets 
with any classified or restricted material, I never received aiy ' 
large sums of money that I have not mentioned in this statement.
